SORIA, Spain, March 11.—Three 
columns of insurgent troops re- 
ported today they had seized con- 
trol of more than 190 square miles 
of Government territory and had 
marched to points a few miles from 
Guadalajara. 

Insurgent aviators reconnoitering 
abead of the advancing columns 
said by radio that Government mi- 
jitiamen were fleeing toward Gua- 
dalajara and Madrid. Many towns 
in the path of the insurgents have 


been deserted. 

Seven villages along the Madrid- 
Zaragoza highway through Guada- 
lajara were reported to have fallen 


in four days of heavy fighting. 

One column was reported offi- 
cially to have foughi 
Brihuega, an important 
junction about six miles south of 
the main road and only 20 miles 
northeast of Guadalajara. Guada- 
lajara, capital of the province of 
that name, is 32 miles northeast of 
Madrid. 

An unofficial report placed an- 
other column at Torija, only 10 
miles above Guadalajara on the 
road. Still another column con- 
tinued to advance along a railroad 

e to the west. 

Besides Brihue@a, the towns cap- 
tured are Castilblanco, Bujalara, 
Jadraque, Villanueva de Argecilla, 
Miralrio, Valfermoso de las Monjas, 
lying in a group north of the Gua- 
dalajara highway and about 30 
miles from Guadalajara. 

The insurgents drove into Gov- 
ernment trenches just north of Tri- 
jueque, about 15 miles from Guada- 
lajara, while supporting planes

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John W. Gaebe After 
Affair With Mrs. Huegel. 


$1100 ALREADY PAID 


Testified He Entered In- 


to Obligation Under 
Threat of Exposure. 


John W. Gaebe, for 23 years pas- 
tor of St. John’s Evangelical 
Church, Mehlville, St. Louis County, 
until asked to resign, must pay 
$1057.50 more to Albert Huegel as 
a result of his four-year intimate 
relationship with Huegel’s wife, 
who was a singer in the church 
choir. 

A jury in the court of Circuit 
Judge Julius R. Nolte at Clayton 
returned a verdict for this amount 
late yesterday in Huegel’s suit to 
collect a $2000 note givem by Gaebe 
Sept. 12, 1933, the day after Huegel 
caught his wife, Bertha, and the 
preacher leaving a room in St. 
Louis. 

It was held by the jury that $1100 
paid by Gaebe in 1933-34 applied to 
the principal of the note. The ver- 
dict was for the $900 balance, plus 
interest at 5 per cent for three and 
one-half years. Huegel, a former 
garage owner, had sought the full 
$2000 and $350 interest, alleging 
that Gaebe’s previous payments ap- 
plied on redemption of $2000 in 
mortgage bonds in a Los Angeles 
church given to “back up” the note. 
Gaebe did not press his counter- 
claim for $1600, covering his cash 
payments and a $500 bond still held 
by Huegel. 

Affair Not Denied. 

No denial of their affair was 
made by Gaebe, a solemn 58-year- 
old grandfather, who, losing his 
pulpit in 1934, has turned to the 
plow on a farm near Farmington, 
Mo., or by Mrs. Huegel, 37, who lost 
her home in the country on 
estrangement from her husband 
and has become a laundry worker 
in the city. Nor did Huegel, 42, 
who gave up his garage and got a 
job with the WPA, dispute the fact 
that he accepted the note and the 
bonds as balm for the broken mari- 
tal tie. 

But both the Huegels denied the 
allegation of the defense that it was 
a case of entrapment and black- 
mail. Gaebe’s attorney planned to 
seek a new trial.

Of the $109,000, $31,475 was 
written off as uncollectible and a 
general claim for this amount filed. 
The claim paid $505 at the 1.6 per 
cent rate. 

The second issue was for $72,000, 
with the now defunct Fidelity Bank 
& Co. as trustee, secured in 
part by $124,432 in borrowers’ notes. 
This issue paid only $11,191 during 
bankruptcy and the remainder was 
filed as a general claim, on which 
$973 was paid by Trustee Living- 
ston at the 1.6 per cent rate. 

The two issues of secured notes 
were handled separately from the 
bankruptcy for purposes of collec- 
tion and Trustee Livingston turned 
over to the trustees under the is- 
sues the sums he collected apper- 
taining to them. On the Mississip- 
pi Valley account he turned over 
$3968 and on the Fidelity account, 


- Trustee Livingston reported be 
received a total of $13,523 for pay- 
ment of general claims.

Phil Baugh, manager of the Chev- 
rolet division, agreed to the strik- 
ers’ demand at a conference with 
Delmond Garst, secretary of Local 
25, U A W A, and a union commit- 
tee. Orders against solicitation of 
membership in the Chevrolet Work- 

ers’ Guild during working hours are 
to be posted on the company time 
clocks. Union men had complained 
that shop foremen had “talked 
Guild” and had offered the men bet- 
ter jobs to induce them to join. 
Guild Head to Be Laid Off. 

The company further agreed that 
James H. Hatton, maintenance man 
and president of the Guild, would 
be laid off until March 22. Union 
employes had charged that Hatton’s 
chief duty in the plant appeared to 
be perpetuation of the company 
union, and suggested that he be dis- 
charged. Hatton was leader of a 
group of employes opposing the 
strike, which closed the plant dur- 
ing part of January and February, 
and obtained a temporary restrain- 
ing order against the strikers. 

When the strikers quit work at 
1 p. m. yesterday they congregated 
at windows and waved and shouted 
to passersby. As the afternoon 
waned and it appeared the strik- 
ers might stay in the plant all 
night, their wives and other rela- 
tives arrived and talked with them. 
Food and refreshments, including 
beer, was passed in to the men and 
a holiday spirit prevailed. The strik- 
ers concentrated on three floors at 
windows facing Natural Bridge av- 
enue. 

The Fisher Body men joined the 
strike out of sympathy for the 
Chevrolet workers, having no com- 
plaint of their own. The terms of 
the settlement were ‘presented to 
the Chevrolet workers by their 
committee and a vote of approval 
was taken. All then changed to 
street clothes and departed in an 
orderly manner. 

Met Separately Before. 

Garst told reporters that yester- 
day’s meeting was the first Baugh 
had consented to hold with him and 
a union committee together. Previ- 
ously the plant manager would only 
meet him and the committee sepa- 
rately. The union secretary ex- 
plained that “the plant is not large 
enough for two unions and the 
Chevrolet Guild is a source of dis- 
turbance.”

Since the settlement of 
that difficulty the plant has been 
producing 800 to 900 automobiles a 
day.

Union Sends Pickets to 75 Branches 
of Howard’s Cleaners. 

Picketing of the Howard's Clean- 
ers, Inc., plant at 2515 North Grand 
boulevard was continued and pick- 
ets were sent to the company’s 75 
branches today by the International 
Association of Cleaning & Dye 
House Workers, Local No. 20, 
which went on strike yesterday in 
protest against the company’s re- 
fusal to recognize the union for col- 
lective bargaining. 

J. A. Davis, president of the com- 
pany, declined to discuss the situa- 
tion, referring to a newspaper ad- 
vertisement as the company’s an- 
swer to the union. It stated that 
the company could not recognize 
the union as the sole bargaining 
agency for its employes since it 
did not have proof that all were 
union members. 

Stating that business would con- 
tinue, the advertisement said that 
out of 247 employes, 141 were at 
work and “we have reason to be- 
lieve that a considerable percentage 
of the remaining number are stay- 
ing away from work because of in- 
timidation or coercion.” 

Ted Graham, director of St. Louis 
Labor College and organizer of the 
union, said only five of 130 regular 
employed at the cleaning plant, 
where work for the branches is 
done, were at work, and that branch 
managers and clerks were not or- 
ganized. He added that 10 non- 
union workers were added to the 
plant force today. The strike be- 
gan, he asserted, when the night 
plant manager locked out 25 union 
workers Tuesday night. 

“Coming as it did after the union 
had asked for a final conference on 
a contract, to have been held yes- 
terday,” Graham said, “the union 
viewed this act as a decision to 
start a fight. That fight is on.”

State Health Commissioner Harry 
F. Parker, secretary of the board, 
said he understood “Merrifield,” the 
name under which the midwife was 
commonly known, was her maiden 
mame. As Mrs. Merrifield she ob- 
tained a midwife’s license in 1897. 
Mrs. Merrifield lives at 8120 St. 
Charles road and has a place of 
business, according to the current 
telephone directory, at 6200 Ella 
avenue, Wellston. 9 
Four indictments charging her 
with manslaughter were returned by 
@ St. Louls grand jury early in 1934 
and a manslaughter warrant was is- 
sued against her in St. Louis Coun- 
ty, but none of the cases has been 
brought to trial because she has 
been ill. The St. Louis cases have 
been transferred to the St. Louis 
County Circuit Court with a sugges- 
tion from the office of Circuit At- 
orney Franklin Miller.that substi- 
tute indictments be sought in the 
county for technical legal reasons. 

At the time the manslaughter in- 
dictments were returned it was 
discovered that Mrs. Merrifield suf- 
fered from erysipelas, a disease 
both contagious and infectious. The 
deaths of seven women she had 
treated within a few weeks had 
led physicians to the conclusion 
that a highly infectious condition 
was a factor in the situation. 

In addition to the five cases in 
which manslaughter charges were 
instituted against Mrs. Merrifield, 


Ishe was named in connection with 


the deaths of two women in East 
St. Louis. The husband of one of 
the women who died after being 
treated by Mrs. Merrifield, and the 
mother of another ended their lives 
within a few weeks after the deaths 
of the women.

P. J. Ward, 
works manager, said that the new 
wage scale and time arrangements 
had been arrived at in conferences 
between representatives of the 
works council, a company-fostered 
employes’ organization, and the 
management. Minimum wage un- 
der the new arrangement is 56 cents 
an hour for common labor. The 
men formerly worked five and one- 
half or six eight-hour days, de- 
pending on classification.

The others, paid only piece work, 
said they averaged $10 to $15 a 
week, with a few making as low 
as $5 some weeks. Their basic 
work week has been 54 hours, but 
they have been working from 65 
to as high as 84 hours a week most 
weeks, spokesmen said, with only 
straight pay for overtime. 

Twenty days a month their hours 
were from 7 a. m. to 10 p. m., they 
said. They were forced to work 
overtime because they were com- 
pelled to wait for work during the 
day, they declared. Often, they 
said, piece-workers stood idle three 
hours @ day in 15-minute intervals, 
receiving no pay, because no work 
was ready for them. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who vis- 
ited the plants this morning found 
the men in groups, many of them 
playing cards, using unfinished ta- 
bles and chairs manufactured by 
the company. Several radios were 
on, and an orchestra, consisting of 
four strikers playing guitar, har- 
monica, drums and violin, was sup- 
plying more music.

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Plans Ready in 
Event of Attack ‘in Nar- 


row Waters’—Naval Race 


LONDON, March 11.—Sir Sam- 


vel Hoare, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, disclosed to the House of 
Commons today that 148 warships 


would be under construction at the 
end of the year, announced the ex- 
istence of a secret plan to thwart 


attack in narrow seas” of Empire 


trade routes and flatly foreswore a 
naval race with either the United 


States or Germany. 


He said materials would be ob- 


tained to build a new fleet “strong 
enough to carry out its responsibil- 


ities in both the eastern and west- 
ern hemispheres,” and “when the 
ships are built, we shall have the 
men to man them!” . 

He continued: “While so many 


changes in the international world 


1 since 1914 have been for the worse, 
there is 


one that has been pre- 
eminently for the better. 

“Now and henceforth there can 
be no rivalry between the “merican 
and British navies. Nor can there 
be any race between German and 
British naval armaments. Our pro- 
gram is aimed at no country.” 


Interpretation of Remark. 


Observers were quick to inter- 
pret his reference to precautions 
for “our trade communications 
through marrow seas” as a refer- 
ence to fears that Italy might some 
day try to cut the empire “lifeline” 
through the Mediterranean. 


He announced that a plan in the 


event of attack in narrow seas “has 
been adopted which is confidential, 
but if the threat of air attack on 
our merchant shipping should de- 
velop in narrow waters, our plans 


q would be ready.” 


“With a view to strengthening 
our escorts, we are converting old 
cruisers and old destroyers into ef- 
fective escort vessels in view of the 
adoption of the convoy system,” he 
continued. 

“The navy, like the air force, be- 
lieves the best form of defense is 
a bold offensive. 

“On the one hand defense has 
made remarkable progress against 
attack.

Adopts Resolution Despite 


State Attorney’s Opinion 
Legislature Lacks Power 
to Act.

The Agsembly of the California Leg~ 


islature adopted, 45 to 28, yesterday, 
a resolution designed to pardon 


‘Thomas J. Mooney, convicted of 


the Pre day bombing in 
San Francisco in 1916. 

The action was taken after 
lengthy debate despite presentation 
of opinions by State Attorney U. 
8. Webb and Legislative Counsel 
Fred Wood that the Legislature 
does not possess pafdoning power 
except in cases of treason and im- 
peachment. 

The resolution must be adopted 
by the Senate to complete legisla- 
tive action upon it. 

In the predominantly Republican 
Senate, the measure apparently 


awaits a cooler reception than it 


received in the Democratic Assem- 
bly. 

Mooney has served 20 years in 
San Quentin prison on a life sen- 
tence for murder. His wife was 
in the packed gallery which cheered 
Assemblymen P. A. Ritchie and T. 
A. Maloney as they urged mem- 
bers to vote for the pardoning res- 
olution. | 

Speeches Against. Pardon. 

Only Gardner Johnson of Berke- 
ley, and E. V. Lathan, Alhambra, 
voiced opposition. Both declared 
Ritchie’s proposal unconstitutional 
and quoted from opinions of Webb 
and Wood. 

Ritchie based his resolution on 
the constitutional provisions that 
the Legislature is vested with all 
the powers not expressly denied it.

ceded that a tax based upon net income 
comes the nearest toward meeting this 
criterion. On the other hand, a sales tax 
is about as far from this principle as 
the East is from the West. 

The sales tax is not a tax on wealth. 
It is a tax on poverty. The smaller the 
individual’s earnings, the larger the per- 

centage of those earnings he has to pay 

in taxes. Therefore, the sales tax is an 

income tax in reverse. If we believe that 

taxes should be apportioned according to 

the ability of the individual to pay, we 
should not favor a sales tax. 

The sales tax should be adopted only as 
a last resort. No state should try it until 
it has exhausted all sources based some- 
what upon the ability of the individual 
to pay. A sales tax should represent the 
last step of a tax-drowning state. 

Strange to say, the sales tax has become 
a rather popular method of raising reve- 
nue. Its passage through the various 
Legislatures has not caused many bitter 
fights. Why? Because the masses 
weren't organized to fight it, while the 
wealthy interests, often secretly, worked 
for it. 


The present sales tax in Missouri should 


be increased only as a last resort. Fairer 


methods of raising revenue can be pro- 
vided. We have not exhausted our more 
equitable means of raising revenue. We 
should not be stampeded. Gov. Stark 
would make a fine start in the right di-

Justice to democratic Germany would 
have averted the rise of Hitler. Britain and the world 
now are paying the price of their short-sightedness. 

If there must be armaments, however, it is a 
measure of insurance against war to have their pre- 
ponderance in the hands of a democratic and peace- 
fully inclined nation. A strong England is a bul- 
wark of stability in Europe. No half-way measures 
will suffice if the militarists are to be brought to 
terms. Regimes that rely on force will listen to 
reason only in the presence of greater force. Already 
there are signs that Hitler and Mussolini are im- 
pressed by the tremendous British budget.

WO plans for securing workers against 
unemployment are pending before the 
Missouri Legislature, The one (Hamlin- 

Phillips) would require employers to set 

aside reserves out of which workers may re- 

ceive benefits while unemployed. Under this 
bill, the employer’s obligation is no greater 
than his reserve. The other bill (McReyn- 
olds-Rozier) declares that workers, if un- 
employed, shall receive limited benefits, and 

employers are required to contribute to a 

State-wide pooled fund, from which these 

benefits shall be paid. 

The fundamental difference between these 
two plans makes it desirable to review the 
trends in unemployment insurance thinking 
which have influenced legislation. 

The Wisconsin unemployment reserve plan 
was the first law to reach final enactment. 
The idea was fathered by Prof. John R. 
Commons, whose original efforts were to se- 


cure, not reserves, but unemployment insur- 


ance. The first bill, introduced in the Wis- 
eonsin Legislature in 1921 by Senator Huber, 
inspired by Prof. Commons, would have re- 
quired employers to form mutual insurance 
companies and to pay benefits to their work- 
ers when unemployed, at the rate of $1.50 a 
day for adults and 75 cents a day for boys 
and girls between the ages of 16 and 18. 
“Non-profit-making mutual insurance com- 
panies will be the main agencies which will 
endeavor to prevent unemployment,” said its 
sponsors. “Spasmodic employment of work- 
men will be discouraged by a system of pre- 
mium rates based upon the stability of em- 
ployment for each establishment.”

Economics at Washington say that 
the first thing to remember in us- 


is cooked the less savory and less 
tender it becomes. 

The second admonition is to con- 
serve all the flavor that the meat 
has by keeping every bit of the 
broth or drippings and gravy for 
those second incarnation dishes. The 
fat and liquids can be used as basis 
for sauces to pour over the meats. 


Or vegetables can be cooked in 


them. In whatever role they ap- 
pear in this made-over dish they 
are indispensable. No less import- 
ant are the seasonings—the right 
ones, used in just the right amount. 
The third thing to remember in 
canned or left-over meats 
is to bring in accessory and enrich- 
ing flavors by combining the meat 
with various vegetables. 
A sturdy standby is the . 
vegetable stew. One god trio of 
vegetables for it would be ‘turnips, 
carrots and onions—all boiled to- 
gether in the meat broth until 
nearly tender then combined with 
the meat, and the mixture seasoned 
to taste. Dumplings could be put 
on top of the dish. Or the stew 
combination might be used for a 
meat pie, with a sheet or individual 
rounds of biscuit dough or instead 
with a layer of mashed potatoes.

Vary the Meat Pie. 

A turn-over would be a good pie 
variation. The chopped meat for it 
could be seasoned with onion and. 
‘celery or parsley and moistened 
with gravy or broth or tomatoes or 
chili sauce. 

Baked meat pin-wheels make a 
similar dish. A meat-onion mixture. 
is spread on a fairly thick sheet of 
biscuit dough, leaving a margin of 


about an inch uncovered. Then the 
sheet is rolled up and cut crosswise: 


in eight or 10 slices like pin-wheel 


biscuit. The slices are laid in a 


greased pan and baked 30 to 4 
minutes; then served with gravy or 
tomato sauce. 

Of course there are always the 
spaghetti-meat combinations. In- 
stead of spaghetti, hominy, hominy 
grits, cooked rice or cracked or 
whole wheat may be used. A 
chopped green pepper with onion, 
and tomato juice and some tabasco 
sauce combined with the meat is 
one of many possibilities. 

Chopped pork can be mixed with 
corn meal mush and seasoned with 
guch herbs as thyme or a little sage 
or celery seed, salt and pepper. The 
mixture is chilled, then cut in slices 
and fried a golden brown on both 
sides. It's our old friend scrapple!

Juices Find Much Use

Canned fruit and vegetable juices 
have elbowed their way into more 
and more shelf space in American 


grocery stores. Tomato, grapefruit, 


orange and pineapple juices came 
First. Then cranberry, prune and 
now at the end of the row there's 
papaya juice, product of Florida's 
papaya trees. 

Back in 1933 more than 4,000,000 
cases of tomato juice were packed 
in the United States. Last year 
that figure was trebled—and more 

than 12,000,000 cases were prepared 
to meet the rising American de- 


mand. Grapefruit juice production 
has trebled in the three years—the 


| 1935-36 total being more than 2,000 


000 cases. Pineapple juice produc- 
tion has increased seven fold—to 
more than 5,000,000 cases. Other 
juices—such as cherry—enter the 
picture, too, but in smaller quan- 
tities. Practically this juice can- 
ning business dates back only to 
1929 as before that the commer- 
cial pack was almost negligible. 

Grapefruit juice production prom- 
ises to leap forward this year. Re- 
Mef needs of the nation, intensified 
by recent floods, are helping to 
move this year’s bumper grapefruit 
crop in Florida and Texas into con- 
sumers hands. The juice is being 
contracted for, for relief distribu- 
tion to various states through the 
Federal Surplus Commodities Cor- 
poration, thus taking from the sur- 
plus in the normal channels of 
trade. 

Jesse W. Tapp, Assistant Admin- 
istrator of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration, explains that 
this juice purchase program is one 
of several measures adopted to help 
growers meet a serious surplus sit- 
uation. Canning of the juice will 
start soon and will continue after 
the fresh grapefruit shipping season 
is over. Many an American family 
which has seldom:'if ever tasted 
this tangy yellow fruit will as a re- 
sult of this program have it in- 
cluded in their diet. : 

Since grapefruit is one of the

The Food 
Standards Committee appointed by 
the Secretary of Agriculture has 
proposed that orangeades shall 
have not less than 25 per cent of 
real honest-to- goodness orange 
juice. But this proposal would 
reach only products in interstate 
commerce. Beverages sold entire- 
ly inside a state are affected only 
by state laws. If the state has 
not.set up any such standard for 
the producer, consumers can only 
try to discover for themselves if 
the drink is what it seems. 

Canned fruit and vegetable juices 
are on the American market to 
stay. As time savers, they fit into 
the picture of American life. They 
serve as an outlet for the crop sur- 
plus. Packing methods are con- 
stantly being improved in the inter- 
ests of greater nutritional value, 
and more n aroma and fla- 
vor.

Jconstipation has been cured, and 


this includes attendant symptoms 
of heaviness and discomfort in the 
abdomen, simply by stopping the 
use of cathartics. The enema habit 
is just as bad. It means that the 
individual is consciously taking 
over the functions of the lower 
bowel. Colonic lavage is equally to 
be criticised. — 

3. Habit time. A norma] move- 
ment or wave action of the large 
intestine occurs only at intervals, 
and is much more active during 
the day than at night. As soon as 
we wake up in the morning these 
waves begin, and they are augment- 
ed by the first meal that is put into 
the stomach. Neglect of the call at 
this time, due to business pressure 
or lack of facilities, is certain to 
fesult in a chronic condition. 

4. Occupation. Sedentary occupa- 
tion is liable to cause lax habits 
about physical exercise and exer- 
tion. 

5. Emotion. Depressing emotion, 
such as worry, fear and anger, will 
cause temporary constipation. Much 
worse, however, is the habit of hur- 
ry—doing everything on the run; 
the whole system wound up tight 
like a clock.

One recalls the words of Edwin 

Robinson, our late great poet, and 
how softly, how wisely, he wrote 
about God in his last poem—it is 
worth pondering a long time, quiet- 
ly and deeply: 
1 don’t say what God is,” he 
wrote, “but it’s a name that some- 
how answers us when we are driv- 
en to feel and think how little we 
have to do with what we are.”
